The 1976 school year saw the addition of two major tournaments to our debating programme, which enabled more boys of vary- 
ing ability to debate against people other than their classmates! 


The first, and probably the most successful in terms of team results through concerted effort, was the Ravenshurst Tournament 
held in Nanaimo at the beginning of November. Eight boys represented the school admirably, and our B Team (C. Hemphill, 
M. Logan, P. Barlow, and D. Nelles) placed 2nd out of 26 teams. Mark Logan won the honour, as one of the top 3 Junior 
Novices on Vancouver Island, to attend the Western Canada Debating Seminar. 


It was a tremendous honour, during my term as Western Coordinator for the Canadian Student Debating Federation, to have 
Glenlyon as co-host school for the fourth annual Western Canada Debating Seminar, held in Victoria December 2-5, 1976. The 
school responded strongly in so many ways, and Mark worked hard for this seminar, enjoying the tremendous experience of 
meeting, talking, and working with the delegates (nearly 100 in all) from B.C., the other Western provinces, and the Northwest 
Territories. 


The next tournament was the Newman FISA Tournament held at York House School on February 5th. Again, we entered two 
teams, and considering the fact that for five of the eight boys it was their first tournament, a most worthwhile experience. Mark 
Cooper was the second best junior speaker - well done! 


The fourth tournament was the first Vancouver Island Debating Finals, held in Ladysmith on February 12th. Four of our Grade 
10 debaters executed their responsibilities to the extent that we were eligible to send a two-man team to the provincial debating 
finals in Prince George.
